announced that the refinery will 


be built just across the Palm 
Beach-Hendry county line in Hen- 
dry county. 


Actual location of the refinery 
| willbe on an 80 acre tract of land 
immediately south of the spur line 
[of the Atlantic Coast Line Rail- 
|road where it crosses State Road 
|832, known as Devil's Garden 
| Road. 

The new refinery will be one of 
the finest and most modern in the 
| World and will contain much elec- 
tronically 5ءء‎ 64 machinery. 
|The refinery will. employ. be- 
| tween 100 and 250 persons, it was 
pointed out by officials of the 
company. 

Lawton M. Calhoun, President 
of the Corporation, stated: “We 
have had several sites in. both 
Palm Beach and Hendry Counties 
under intensive study for many 
weeks and have,goncluded that 
the site selected si Hendry: County 
more, exactly meets our ‘require- 
ments in all essential aspects.
